Sag Harbor gallery owner Rose Platano finally has 
a new rotting pumpkin on her front porch. The 
art aficionado was devastated in November after 
local youths smashed her last rotting pumpkin—a

to replace the piece. 

Hungarian art sensation Nisan Tauschen finally 
find the right pumpkin to remake “The Death of 
Tradition” two weeks ago, but kept things quiet as 
she wanted to get the rot going before presenting 
the work to Platano, who is now thrilled.

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The Electronic Campfire

M ajor League Baseball’s Opening Day was 
scheduled for March 26—it would have 
been the earliest Opening Day in history—and 
as the date approached I found myself thinking 
not so much about the games not being played 
as about lines Walt Whitman wrote, and where I 
first heard them. 

“In our sun-down perambulations, of late, 


The power of coming together during a time of distance. 


through the outer parts of Brooklyn, we 
have observed several parties of youngsters 
playing base, a certain game of ball...Let us go 
forth awhile, and get better air in our lungs. 
Let us leave our close rooms...the game of ball 
is glorious.” — 

A little over a quarter-century ago, I 
interviewed documentarian Ken Burns as his 
epic Baseball was about to premiere on PBS, 
where the first words were these lines penned 


by Long Island’s own Good Gray Poet. There 
was incredible anticipation for the film, a sequel 
of sorts to the groundbreaking The Civil War 
that Burns had captivated America with four 
years earlier, and the buildup was made more 
tangible than most premieres we look forward 
to these days simply because so much remained 
under wraps. Until it was released to the public, 
there was simply the typical PR campaign that 
surrounded such things. There were no social 
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campaigns, certainly not endless trailers and 
teasers to pass around and comment on, and the 
watercooler really was the place where everyone 
shared their thoughts the next morning. 

This is likely no revelation to those of you 
who recall that those were the days before 
Instagram and Facebook and_ Twitter, 
before email was any real kind of communication 
tool, before the internet made everything 
accessible in a few keystrokes. It was a time when 


people actually still drew a distinction between 
“cable” and “regular” television, certainly 


before anyone was imagining streaming 
services and social media and being able to 
share everything at any time, with anyone, 
wherever they might be. 

Burns and I talked for hours about the making 
of the film and the game’s metaphorical power, 
the role baseball played in American society 
with regard to topics ranging from race to 


mass entertainment to unions to the growth 
of suburbia. I was mesmerized by the tales 
and soon-to-become-unforgettable storytellers 
he had uncovered. He had even sent me an 
advanced screening copy of the 18-plus-hour 
program, prior to our interview, which I 
consumed in a single- day—binge-watching 
before that was a thing, I suppose. 

As writers such as Hamptonites Willie 
Morris and George Plimpton pontificated, 
I was immersed in wonder of the Miracle 
Mets and the shame of the Black Sox scandal, 
the exploits of Babe Ruth and Sandy Koufax 
and yes, of course, Bridgehampton’s Car] 
Yastrzemski, of the power of baseball to, as 
James Earl Jones says in Field of Dreams, 
mark the time. As irony and fate would have 
it, this was the strike-shortened year 1994, the 
first time in 90 years that a World Series had 
been cancelled. 

Today, though, what keeps coming back to 
me again and again is the fascination Burns 
had with the idea of “the electronic campfire.” 
He was incredibly taken with the concept 
that at a set time each night—Baseball ran 
for nine consecutive evenings, each segment 
called an “inning”—he could imagine viewers 
far and wide bathed in the glow not of blazing 
wood but of the television, all simultaneously 
experiencing the story he was telling while 
being nowhere near him or one another. 

I relayed this memory to a fellow baseball 
fan who lives in Southampton. We have spent 
many Opening Days together in the past, 
played ball together on several teams in days 
now long gone, share a love for the Hamptons 
Collegiate Baseball League, and marvel how in 
all its facets, in its history and in the stands 
that will again one day be filled, the game 
unites people from every walk of life. So, we 
thought, maybe, starting on Opening Day, we 
would watch Baseball together—while being 
nowhere near each other. 

You've all seen #TogetherApart. There is no 
more apt hashtag for these times. Yes, we miss 
one another. We miss the social interaction and 
the freedom to roam wherever the day or night 
takes us. We miss being able to get together 
to watch a ballgame or go to a bar, climb and 
jump all over a playground, even build a fire 
and sit close, sharing laughs and stories and 
the trials and tribulations of our days. 

So gather around that electronic campfire. 
It burns more brightly today than ever before. 
Share your stories or somebody else’s, an 
entertaining or enlightening article you've read, 
a favorite movie or show you adore. Share old 
memories and brand new reflections, a video 
of you playing virtual charades or your pet 
dancing to some Jimmy Buffett song, photos 
of your child building a boat or your view of 
the ocean as you take a solitary stroll. Share 
your wisdom and wit and love and support, but 
please, do it from a distance. 

Yes, this is a time for us to come together.

Gateway to the 
Hamptons 
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BCCRC Brings Food & Vital Programs During Coronavirus

he coronavirus pandemic is changing the 

way we all live life every day, and many of 
the East End’s lowest income families are also 
the most exposed when it comes to losing work 
and vital income needed to feed their children. 
Bridgehampton Child Care & Recreational Center 
(BCCRC) has long endeavored to help families in 
the hamlet, who struggle even at the best of times, 
and these efforts are now more critical than ever. 

Since this crisis started, the organization 
has mobilized to bring food and educational 
resources to families under their care, but the 
need is growing as more parents lose their jobs or 
are forced to stay home and care for children who 
are no longer able to attend school. 

BCCRC Executive Director Bonnie Michelle 
Cannon says she and a limited staff, including 
some working remotely have already done much 
to relieve the pressure for local families through 
various programs, and theyre continuing 
to assess and expand their services. But they 
desperately need additional donations to sustain 
their work. : 

“I wanted to organize and plan first versus 
jumping at the gun, so I took a few days just 
to assess, and I’m still assessing. We have our 
after-school programs, we have our teens and 
our college students and their families, and then 
we have our seniors in the community, and then 
just the community at large,” Cannon explained 
on Friday. “We have about 38-40 families that 
are with us in our after-school programs. I put 
personal calls into each and every one of the 
families that attend and that I service at the 
center, just to find out how they’re doing.” 

Cannon asked each family a series of three 
main questions, including how their income has 
been affected by the coronavirus and the resulting 
shutdowns, which have put many people out 
of work. 

“I would say 80% of the families have been 
impacted income-wise. Some have lost income. 
The others have been one income down,” she 
says, pointing out that the need for childcare has 
forced one of two parents to stay home or, in the 
case of single-parent homes, made it impossible 
for the only earner to work. 

The second thing she asked was whether these 
families were in need of food. “We give out food 
on a regular basis, but [I wanted to know] if 
they were in need of additional food,” Cannon 
notes, adding, “All of my families except for two 
said that yes, if you can provide food to us more 
regularly, yes we need that.” 

Finally, because BCCRC is an education and 
community center, Cannon wanted to know what 
the kids were doing in school. “A lot of our kids 
have a gap in learning or they need extra help, 
and that’s what we do, so I wanted to find out 
what was going on with them,” she says. Several 
of them are/were at home, and while some 
schools have distributed Chromebooks to kids 
who need them, not all are so lucky. “Many 
of them, at least about 20 of them, did not 
have computers,” Cannon says. “We’re working 
on that.” 

Additionally, several families who come to 
BCCRC don’t have internet access, which makes 
it much harder for their children to interface 
with the educational programs being employed 
in lieu of physically attending school. “They

were given just paper packets,” Cannon says of 
these students, many of whom are Latino and 
cannot get help from their parents due to a 
language barrier. 

The BCCRC staff has set up Zoom video 
conferencing links so teachers can interface 
with the kids that do have the Chromebooks, 
laptops or computers at home. Meanwhile, Altice 
has donated free 60-day internet access to the 
families who need it, and they're working on 
getting those accounts set up. Cannon says she 
would also be getting more Chromebooks, but 
there are still plenty of kids who aren’t yet 
equipped for the new educational paradigm. 

For those kids who can log in and learn, BCCRC 
is already providing lessons and extra help, and 
it’s working well. “We’ve got lesson plans where 
about five of my staff are working with kids at 
home for at least about three to four hours doing 
homework, and then they do reading,” Cannon 
says. “This month was spelling madness so they 
do flash cards, they do their homework, and then 
they do some sort of fun activity on the Scholastic 
app or something like that online.” —_- 

Teachers typically start around 12 p.m. and 
end around 3-4 p.m. Tuesday-Thursday, and 
then break the monotony with more fun activities 
on Friday, such as virtual museum tours, match 
driving games or virtual story time, where 
teachers read illustrated story books through the 
Zoom app. Cannon says she’s already received 
calls for grateful parents, so things appear to be 
going well. 

Along with the education effort, BCCRC’s staff 
have been packing up bags with fresh produce, 
meats and other food from Island Harvest, 
Provisions in Sag Harbor and other donors, 
as well as breakfasts and lunches from the 
East Hampton schools. “We're also putting in 
an activity kit packet in the bag, like crayons 
and construction paper or things so they have 
something to do at home when they aren’t online 
with us,” Cannon adds, noting that kids in their 
after-school program range in age from 5-13 
years old. 

“This is our first phase. This is what we’ve been 


able to get done now. Now I’m going into my 
second phase, which is to call my teens and my 
college students and their families to see what 
their needs are,” she says. “I have at least about 
25 or 30 of those families that I’m going to be 
calling to see what their needs are. Then we're 
going to add them to the list and put something 
together.” 

She’s set up Zoom sessions with activities 
for the older teens and is still working on the 
programming. “Once we get that built, then 
we'll go to seniors. But it’s a process and there’s 
definitely the need for financial support. I know 
that these families are going to be without-- 
without food, without income,” Cannon says, 
describing her vision for a “Center stimulus 
plan--where we’re going to pass the money down 
to the families in some way so that they’re not 
hurting.” 

Right now, because of the need for social 
distancing and limited gathering, Cannon has 
had to turn away would-be volunteers, and she’s 
even had problems with donated computers 
because there’s no one around to set them up. 
“Financial support is basically what we need,” 
she says matter-of-factly. “We’re going to do 
the right thing with whatever is given...It’s 
crazy times.” 

They've received some nice donations since 
the coronavirus crisis took hold, but the people 
BCCRC serves are hurting, and they're going to 
need more. “These are families that have at least 
three or more kids, and if the money’s not coming 
in, you’ve got to pay the rent, you've got to pay 
this bill, you’ve got to pay the other bill. You have 
to pay for food and all that kind of stuff. And God 
forbid if somebody gets sick--they need money. 
I’m just being real,” Cannon says. 

That said, she notes that BCCRC is there for 
anybody who needs help. The center welcomes 
anyone in the community who needs food or 
special assistance to call them at 631-537-0616. 
If no one answers, leave a message. Cannon says 
they'll get it and call you back. @& .

Sometimes it’s easy, and other times I walk by 
for a long time and do not notice. The main thing 
is that an image is born in the mind, which will 
later be transferred to the canvas. It depends 
on the mood of nature around you, your mood, 
feelings, and the influence of the art that you are 
passionate about in the moment—these are all the 
components for creating the image. Sometimes 
you walk past a place and it looks like it’s not 
bad, but it doesn’t move you. Then suddenly it 
lights up with a sunset ray and it is transformed. 
You already see it in.a different light, it excites 
you and a lot of internal work is going on—the 
most important thing in my artistic process—and 
an image is born. Then you continue to think 
about it, to develop the idea, and edit what is not 
essential to the design. Sometimes I work with a 
sketch book and a pencil to look for an image on 
paper. This helps a lot, for example, to determine 
the size of the canvas, the compositional idea, 
and the great tonal relationships. Then the 
moment comes, and you understand everything, 
it’s time to pick up the brush and paint. It also 
requires certain technical ability, but it is still 
secondary. In the case of my painting “Spring 
Time, Sag Harbor,” the impetus for painting was 
a flowering tree pierced by sunlight and the play 
of light and shadow. 


artistic proces 


I often Sted \ aM Ssddtathets studio and 
watched how he painted. I listened carefully to 


what they were saying when they were discussing 
painting. The whole technical process often took 
place before my eyes. In the summer, when our 
family moved to the countryside I watched the 
plein air process. This informed my own process 
searching for compositions in the landscape. 
In the evenings I walked with my grandfather 
and parents. My grandfather 
began to stop at a certain 
place. At first he just stood 
still, then he stopped and 
walked around - a little to 
the left, a little to the right. 
Then the moment came 
when he would return with 
a canvas and easel. I often 
watched how it works. Then, 
when I was already in art 
school, we painted several 
times together. He gave me 
advice. Of course, not all 
of them were immediately 
clear to me, but now I often 
remember them, and they 
help me. 

Growing up in a family 
of artists allowed me to get 
the necessary foundation of 
artistic skills and concepts 
in the most natural way. 
I continue to develop and 
strengthen them. 


I was born and raised in the USSR, in a family 
of Russian Soviet artists. I am part of that society 
and raised on Russian culture. Of course, as an 
artist, I inherited the traditions of Russian and 
Soviet art. Since the artist’s works, in my opinion, 
are a continuation of himself, of his personality, 
this is most likely the Russian influence in my 
work. 


I think this is the professional knowledge and 
skills that I have acquired at the moment and my 
experience as a painter in the United States. I am 
currently preparing for a large solo exhibition in 
Moscow. This will be the visual manifestation 
of my achievements. It will 
be a retrospective of my 
paintings from art school 
until today. Pictures from 
private collections will also 
be presented.

Legally Speaking: 5 Real Estate Laws to Know in These Times 


n the era of Coronavirus (COVID-19), we are living 

through both a health and a financial pandemic the 
likes of which we have never experienced before. Every 
aspect of everyone’s lives has or will be impacted, 
including our real estate. Here are five real estate laws 
that you need to know to get through COVID-19. 

Remote (Mail Away) Closings: The President 
has recommended gatherings to be limited to 
10 people. Social distancing is now a regular term 
in our vocabulary. Closings don’t coincide with this 
new norm. Imagine sitting in a conference room for 
hours for your real estate closings with 
Coronavirus in the air. To avoid catching Coronavirus 
while transferring your deed, you should insist that 
your closing be done remotely. Yes, a closing can 
and should be done remotely. Our law firm just 
did two remotely and they were great. All documents 
can be pre-signed and sent through UPS. In fact, the 
only reason to have physical contact with another 
human being, incident to your closing, is to have 
documents notarized because NYS law requires a 
notary to be in the presence of the signer. Yet, a solution 
is pending in the NYS Senate. Bill S4352B would 
permit video notarizations and everyone needs to voice 
their support for this bill. Contact your representative 
now and save the real estate industry and your life 
from Coronavirus. 

Real Estate Closing Date: If you are in contract to 
buy or sell real estate, don’t worry about a quarantine 
preventing you from closing by the specific date 
specified in your contract of sale. You will likely be 
afforded as much time as you need to close the deal, 
regardless of that date, as a matter of law. Most real 
estate buy/sell sales contracts in NYS utilize an on or 
about closing date and that date is rarely, if ever, the 
actual closing date that the transaction closes. Instead, 


an on or about date is just used as an estimated date 
for the parties to be ready to close. However, that 
estimated can be unilaterally changed by a party to a 
date certain, called a law date, if their attorney serves a 
time of the essence notice. However, NYS law instructs 
that the law date must be set within a reasonable 
date from the on or about date and reasonableness 
is determined by the courts with reference to the 
facts and circumstances of the transaction. Therefore, 
should you be quarantined, it is extremely unlikely that 
a NYS judge would ever validate a time of the essence 
date against you because no time would ever be 
reasonable until you are excused from the quarantine. 

Lease Enforcement: Coronavirus likely won’t get 
you out of your lease obligations. If a landlord locks 
the doors to commercial space because of a quarantine, 
the tenant can likely receive a rent abatement from the 
courts as the result of this partial eviction unless the 
lease has non-performance language (force majeure 
clause) specifically applicable to the situation. The 
same holds true if a commercial landlord doesn’t 
provide essential services called for in the lease, like 
utilities, cleaning, and/or repair. In contrast, a non- 
paying tenant will likely be evicted and face a back-rent 
judgment regardless if their non-payment stems from a 
quarantine or business failure incident to Coronavirus 
unless their lease contains relevant non-performance 
language to relieve such tenant from their obligations. 
So, it all comes down to the lease and you need to know 
what your lease provides with respect to your rights 
and obligations before you act. 

Forbearance Before Foreclosure: If a landlord 
doesn’t receive rent and, as a result, can’t pay 
their mortgage, foreclosure proceedings will likely 
commence upon two missed payments. The same 
holds true if a homeowner becomes unemployed and 


can’t pay. Luckily, mortgagors who act quickly can 
often avoid foreclosure by negotiating a foreclosure 
workout called a forbearance with their lender. By 
having your attorney negotiate with your lender 
before the commencement of foreclosure proceedings, 
you can generally negotiate reduced or eliminated 
mortgage payments for several months to get back 
on your economic feet. After foreclosure proceedings 
are commenced, the cost/benefit analysis for the 
lender, who has then hired an attorney and paid 
court fees, changes drastically and their willingness 
to work with you is greatly reduced. So, act as soon 
as your financial issues are known so that you can 
avoid foreclosure. 

Chapter 7, ll & 13 Bankruptcy: If you are a local 
restaurateur or merchant and you are suffering from 
Coronavirus quarantines, bankruptcy may be your 
only option. While Chapter 7 will eliminate your debts, 
there are caps on your amount of income to qualify. 
Additionally, the trustee will seize most of your assets 
and, as a result, your business will likely be closed 
for good. However, Chapter 11 or 13 offer options 
to restructure and stay in business. To qualify for a 
Chapter 13, you can’t own your business in an LLC or 
corporation and there are caps on the amount of debt 
that you can have at the time that you file. Alternatively, 
a Chapter 11 is available for LLCs and corporations plus 
it has no cap on debt that qualifies for filing. For small 
business, sometimes your best way forward is through 
a fresh start that is offered by bankruptcy.
